exverimenting with recentli. It has been found that by grounding this 
copver snielding every 5 feet or so, that the noise is much more compl-~ 
etely filtered out and that wolile the signal strength may be decreased 
slicshtly over otner systems that have been tried, that reception is tre- 
mendoubly improved, It was not until this new system was installed that 
such vemarkavle South American reception had veen noted. Therefore for 
those of you that really are in locations where noise levels are very 
severe, it is velieved that it would be worth your while to try out this 
type of Piltered Lead-In. It inay solve your problem, such as it seoms 
to be doing to a Jreab extent for your editor.
